LECTUHE ON THE FXTINOT MAMMALE OF NORTH
AMEIICA, DELIVERED BY PROVESSOR LEIDY, AT
THE HALL OF THE UNIVERSITY.

[SERCIAL REFORT FOR THE EVENING THLRGRAFIL)
Professor Letdy dollversd one of the moik

interenting of leotures |nst evening, on the
“Extinot Mammals of North America,” at tho
Ball of the University of Pennsylvania. At
an early hour the nall was fully cccupled, and
ibe nuombinge was one, as evineed by the pro:
found attention given during the lectare, fally
able 10 apprecinte the remarks of whe lecturor.
Profeasor Leldy spoke at great length, and ac-
companied his remarks by Illastrations and
exanmples of the various sabjecis under con-
sidoration, thus conveying a lasting impros-
sion o his bearers. Below wo glve an abstraot
of this able loetare;—

That which 1 have choson as a enbject I8 o
desoription, primarily, of the exuinot mammunls
of North America, Home of you may not be
famillay with this term “"mammal’” It 15 one
whieh we apply to the highest elass of anlmais,
ingluding ourselves. The term 18 dorlved from
the fact that these anlmals possess organs for
the production of milk s nutriment and noor-
whmoent to thelr young, It s n moch battoer
name that has come into use in the place of
“gquadruped;” for, under this higher classiof ani-
mals, thore are not only quadruapadal, that is,
having four feet, and man, but thers are, in
many iostances, reptiles wolch arve  olissod
under tho same torm, And onderthis elrenim-
stanoe, the lerm “mammal’ 18 move appro.
priate, inanmuoh as it covers the whole order of
the bigher ¢lass of animals, which may anid is
subdivided into ity several spocies and gonora,

Most mammals aroe errestrial; & few of them
are aquatio; n lessor part are at least aerial, as,
for example, the bat. They are warm-bloodod,
nnd geunernlly provided with four extromitios,
They have s ecovering of balr, nnd brenthe by
Inugs, whieh are spongy bodles, contpined in
alr-tight cavitles of the chest, and soparatod
from the Intestines atd cavity of the nbdomen
by means of a musculnr partition eallod the
dinphragm, (rom the movements of whlelh, 1n
the cavity containing the lungs, bréathing s
aecomplished, When the dinphragm is dimin-
Ished, the oavily of the chest Is contracted, and
ihe alr expelled from the langs; when iL de-
scendr the cavity I enlarged, and the lungs
filled with alr, Mammalg are generally pro-
vided with testh, of two sels, The first 1s onlled
tho *“temporary’’ set, or milk set; ealled tom-
porary because they are lost genersily at an
early period, and fall out, and are followed by
those which continue In most mammals
throngh life. Man, I nm sorry to say, Isan ex-
oeption to this rale, from apparently vacural
conditions, They are apt to bo lost at a muoh
earlier period iu man than s natural In maoy
other animals,

The teeth are divided Into three classes: —F1rst,
the fore teeth, or cutting testh, named the **in-
olRora,” as seen in those of the beaver, lower

Jaw of the ox, and froul teéeth of the llon. The
second kind are long pointed tecth, ealled
“oanine,” well marked In the genus canis, as
dogs, wolves, ele, The ecanlne teeth nre some-
vimes called oye-testh—are long, pointed, and
well adapted to pleree, The third elass of teeth
are somewhat peculiar, and are called “rrind-
ers, and in selentific lnuguage are known as
“‘molars,” Thesc are the three kinds of testh
which I shall refer to In speaking of Lhe various
mam mals,

In those elasses of mammal, which feed upon
flesh, the molar teeth, aslthough so called in
those orders, are nol properly grinders, bocause
they have broad enttlog edges, and sharp

Mints, adapted (o penclrate and cut into thy
esh, Itis only in Aerbiferows anlimals thnt we
find these molar teeth adapted togeindiong snd
masticating, Mammals we divide Intoorders,
and nearly all the orders now existing are
represented by extinet forms in North Awmeriea,
The exceptions being ln the order of primates,
ineluding man and apes, cheiroplera, the bats,
gome of the muscleapal, and also some of the
ossean likke animals, There are no extinet forms
of the orders of these animals, We have, on
the other hand, the representation of the order
in flesh-eaters, carnivory, Inclading Insect-
eaters, We huve, too, the thick-skinned ani-
mal, with the sub-division of the order
clephas, the generic name of the most
igantle of existing quadruapeds. W
tlmm in one of thess supdivided orders of
this genus, the thick-skinned, ns the hog. We
have the order of ruminating anlmals, from
rminands, tho ttle glven by that grentest ol
aunatomists, Covier—an order of wnlmals which
have a complicated stomach of four cavitles, so
disposed us to allow of ruminntion, or the nct
by which food once chowed 1s a second timu
subjected to mastication, In this order are sich
animals ns Lthe ox nnd sheep, There were also
the gnawing animals, ns the rodentia, which
are well represented by the forms of extlioct
species, The sloth-like animals, applying to

e order of edentates, the word siguifying
‘withont teeth,” although some of theése nul-
mals have tecth, but lncomplete, yet there are
others which are entirely withount teath, And
the last order of extinet mamnuils, represented
by annlou?r in their forms to living orders, is
that of the cetaceons, or whale-lHke anlmals,
The whales are properly mammnls; LHoy are
commonly regarded as fish, but they navesomne
of thestriking characteristics exbibited 1u other
classes of muammals,

Tney have the same organs for the noavish-
ment of the young as the highest in the order;
and breathe through thegllls,as fishes, yet they
have lungs in the cavitles of Lthe chest, amd, os
in man, separated from the Intestines by means
of the diaphragm. Aopd though In thelr strue-
ture they are flsh-like, and aquatle in thelre
habits, yet they are trué Mamiais,

Now we will turn to another part of our sub-
Jeot, and examine the geologleal formation of
ithe earth, for the purpose of ascertalning whera
these forms of eéxtinct mmmmals Lave been
found. (Herethe Professor exhiblted a large
diagram, showing the formation of the earth,
the various strata of rocks, explaining the dif-
ferent formntions, giving thelr sclentific divi-
slons and sob-divisions, with a view Lo uscer-
taining the proof of extinet species of anlinals,
bl.’ the discovery of certaln parts of tuelr
strooture.)

Upon the surface of the upper sirata of rock
we have soll, This soll may bea ploughed fleld,

I we were walkiog ncross this fleld and should
observe foot tracks, we should recognlze It as s
osltive faet that somebody had passed over the
ald before we hpd, None would deny thntn
man had passed over the field If he saw the
footprinls befors him, Now if, in passing over
this feld, he should lm:k up from among the
furrows an arrow-head of stone, or o bonpe, b
would recognize them, nnd look upon them hs
{X”Ss of races which had disappeared from the
nd,

If, uponidlgging into the rook, beneath tho
Blrata of sandstone, he found a boue or shell
or tooth which was quite different from any in
the vicinity, he would ook upou them ns
remalns of animals whieh had lopg disap-
peared and had become extinet, If in a gecond
stralum of roek he found shells and bones
aiffering from those above, lie would conjectura
that they belonged to another race eullrvif- dis-
tnot, which bad preceded the race of wnlmals
that had existed in the formation of the dlitfer-
ent strata nbove, And 8o in sucoession, I
he would find fossils in the varlous lnyvors of
rocks, he would recognize them ws differont
from thoso above, And If ho should see fossiin
In inclined roeks he would know them to be
the remains of snimals that had existed long
antorlor to ull thosa he found in the regulay
sncoesslon of strutn; boeaunss It s  evidont
Lthat thess rooks, Inclining upon the others, had
been rent and thrown up by Home great up-
heaval, wileh I8 voustantly golng on in dif-
lerent poriions of the earth, and consequently
such rocks by this forece would bo lifted from
the depths, or made to ineling by the raplure.

And It Is evidont, too, that these rooKs Iuast
bave once been Lorigontal, sod consequently
Lhose abiove them, too, We trace the suceession
of animal life fromn the present order into the

I, through one rock into noother. Lils only,
owever, in the most superficinl rooks that wo
find extines mammals, the lowest of the orders
and of animals that appeared upon the
surface of the anrtb,

The uniyersal impression i8 that the interior
of the earth is a molten muoss; and we have
plainly evident, communieating with this
molten mass in the centre of the earth, the flues
out of which is foroad the melted matter which,
by aconmulation, forms our voleanoes,

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it 18 n ecurlons fact that In Europy niso, in
these kimo lower formations, thore hinve beon
found the Jows mod teeth of similar taminnle,
benring all the charnoterigties ol luseotivarons
auimuin, Thos we discover thut nll anlmils
bufore this time were Ispol-cating nnimnins,

I will nol sny anything aboul the remaing in
North America in o fossil condition, nor speak
of thelr antqnily, Most remainsot e tnol anl-
muals are those 1o the most bulky (orm, soad the
Inrger aplmals 1o this way are constantly
brought to our notice, For many snppose and
belisve that'the animals of anfiquity were of
gigantie sive compated with thoso of the present
time.  This  arises from the eclreumstance
that the large bones are less lnble to destnos
tilon thon those of smaller animals, The re-
mains of anlmals are not preserved upon the
starfhce ol the conntry In which Lhey live, butare
usuilly preserved in the bottoms of rivers nnd
laker, and not vocommonly in marshes, where
the bulky anlmals sink fnto the thick mire,
and are thereby preservod in the mud, Most
romalng, hownver, are found in the bolom of
rivers, The careasses of animals Nnd thele way
Lo the lnrge stremns aceldentnlly, and are car-
ried down by the surrents, untii aftor decom-
pokition, whon the strocsure of bone sinks
down Into the mud, 1t s there eoyered by sand
and mire, and Is thas presorved. These con-
ditlons and clreumstances are the most fvor-
able 1o preservo the hard purts of anlmals, de-
priving them from eoming into contact with
the atmospliere und molsture, for while Iying
Imbedded In the boltom of & riverer sauds of A
delta, they are ontirely preserved from atmo-
spherle action, The water does not appear to
destroy or decomposs Ltho sirncture of booe,
it In.ugh no doubt it has some doletorvious effsdt
upon i, Bat the waler, too, has i property aod
quallty of proservation, by changing the chiar-
neker of the fossil remalns; and they beoome
potrifica—ihat is, turned lnto stone; for Lhe
water having n guantity ol minoerals in solution,
kuch as cartionnte of lime, fills up the pores ol
the remalos and the plnces ol thie roft sab-
stances decayed, with silex and llmo, nnd con-
sequently the bond becomoes harder und more
Indestruetible,

Thus it 1s that the prevalling impression hns
been recelved, that the animals of antiguity
were of grenter slve than thosa of Our own Limes
beenuse the only romalns of extinct specles,
which are Invariably lnrge, are witnessed by us,
When, It we were tostandy theselenoce, wo shouald
lewrn that, sineo the remains of the smuller
animals, being, Heghit are not ecarrled down by
the kirenms, but are left o atmospherie action,
nnd consequently deoay, woe would have o suf-
felent reason as Lo why we never behiold the
remalns of the smaller specles of anlmils of
past ages,

No less than nipe species of tho rhilnoceros
nuve been tound In North Amerien, and nearly
nll having the chiaracleristios of the Indian ril-
HoCeros,

Amerien s the country of horses, sincano lessy
than sixteen different exilnet species have been
brought to lMght, of all the various sizes, and
some even of dwartlgh proportions and sym-
metry of stiucture, Heviral spoechs of ex-
tiner oxen of mammoth size have been un=-
(I-artlu-d in Americn, equalling the huge ox of

neia, .

Some of the most wonderful and remarkable
discoveries of mnnmmals are those of Lo mams
maoth of tue genus proboscicdio, the name ol o
Inmily of muminnl which has the nose pros
longed into o prebonsile tranik or probosols, as
the alepbant and the mastedon, The latter
speoles, callad mammoth beonuse Of 18 gigantie
sige, has been found in many places In North
Ameriea; for example, tie Ohlo mostodon,
wlhileh s congldercd the most remarkable.

Fosstl remalns of an enormous mnmmnl of
the genus edentale, that is, without teeth, ealled
the cezntherium, have been found ju the Missls-
sippi valley. The name is one given by Cuvier,
and the animal was onoofl the largest of the now
extinel mammals, It was of the nmily of sloths
and had the strength to uproot Lhe largest o
trees, secking thio leaves for & noorishiment,
[t has boen estlmated from the remaius of the
ova found, caleulated by proportion, that I
must, when standipg on its posteriors, have
reached the beiglit of saventeen feet,

Newspapers In Constantinople.

A missiorary ol the American Board in Con-
stantinople writes:—* The ineresse in \he num-
ber of newspupers publishea here, and in one
or two or other ﬁrluc\pnl cities of Turkey, aud
the increase of the number of persons who read
them, are among the mos=t noticeable signs of
the times. In this eity, ive or even two years
ago, it was a rare occurrence to see g newspaper
in the hands or auy one of the thousands of
natives passiog up and down the Bosphorus or
Golden Horn in the steamers which here take
the place of the strect cars of Bostou und New
York. Now it is ulmost as common u sight us
in those cars, Newsbhoys throng our tnorongh-
fares with theirjpapers—in Turkish,in French, in
Greek, in Armenian, ete. We have at least ten
daily papers published at Constantinople. Their
stundard of journallsm is not very high, and yet
they serve to stir and direct the thoughts of
men, Their influence upon public opinion is
quite as decided as in England and Ametics,"

Venetinn Newspapers,

Newspapers have nsen so rapidly in Venice
sinece it hus been relessed from Austrisn role,
that the type-founders of Milan cannot supply
the printing offices tust enough, The morning
that Baron Ricasoli's despateh arcived a Dandede
Manin made its appearance; later iu the day
came the Coriere della Venezta; then the Rino-
vamento, & revivil of Xt Tempos. These were
dailies. Others appeared semi-occasionally, us
the @iornate de LPadiva, which, srangely
enough, makes Venice its8 _headquarters, and &
second Dantele Manin, which declares that it
hus no conuection with the other party of the
same name, gnd might well take for its motto
the line of Shukespeare:—*“A Daniel come to
Jjudgment.”

Aunother Historieal Fable,

William Tell, the Swiss patriot. has {ollowed
Pocabontus into the regions of fuble. A Mr,
Baring 8. Gould, Master of Arts, has applied his
echolarly energies to the work ol proving Tell
A mvth, and that his story is no more than a
feeble copy of one which (has been re-
pested regurding men of many lands, remote
from each other, auring the past elght centuries
or more, On the fact that the same story us
Tell's was current tar antecedent to the date of
the popular one, rests Mr, Gould's theory that
William Tell is not n historical character, Does
any one believe that thiere were such persons as
Wallace, iruce, Jehn Knox, or Martin Luther?

Beetlon 1, RBe it enacted by the Senate and Hotse
of Hepresenlfatives of the Commmmwealth of Preoss
splianin in Geneval Assembly met, and i s hereby
enacied b *Ywe awlhovity of the same, That the
Governum, Auditor-Goneral, and Siale Treas
surer be, and are hereby, authorizged and om-
powered to borrow, on the fkith of the Com-
monwealth, In uur.‘i: pmounts and with suach
notiee (ot less than forly days) a8 they may
deem mokt axpedient for the interest of Lhe
Sinte, twenty-thres millions of dollars, and
fesue cortifioatos of loan or bonds of the Come
muanwenlih lor the same, benring inlerest at n
rate not exceeding six per centum per annum,
payable semi-annunlly, on the Ist of Februaty
wnd 18t of August, in tha eity of Philadelphiag
which certifieates of loan or bonds shall not be
subject 1o amy taxation whalever, for State,
muntelpil, or loeal purposes, and shall be paya-
ble as follows, nunely:—=Five millious of dollars
payable al any tme aflter fve years, and
wilhin ten years; eight millions of doliars ruym
ble at any time after ten years, and within i
teen yvears; and ten millions of dollars at any
time after fifteen years, sod within tweniy-five
years; und shall be slgned by the Governor and
State Treasurer, and countersigned by the
Auditor-Genera), and registered in the books of
the Auditor-General, and to be transferable on
the books of the Commonwealth, at the
Farmers' aud Mechanles' National Bank of
Phlludelphia; the proceeds of the whole of
whichy loan, Ineluding premlums, cteetera,
recelved on the same, shall be applied w the
payment of the bonds and certificates of o=
debted ness of the Commonwealih,

Section & The blds for the sald loan shall be
opencd In the presence of the Governor, Aadi-
tor-Genoral, nnd State Trensurer, nnd sawarded
to the bigheat bidder: Provided, That no cectifl-
cate lereby authorized to Lo Issued shall be
negotinted for less than lts par valae,

Bection 8. 'l he bonds v the State and certin-
cntes of indebledness, now overdue, shall ba
recelvable in payment o: the sald loan, under
such regulations as the Governor, Aunditor-
General, and State Tressurer may preserite;
and every bldder for the loun now authord
to be ssued, shall siate o bils bid whether the
same is payable in cash or in the boods, or
cortificates of Indebtedpess of the Common-
wenlth,

Eection 4, Thal all trustees, executors, admin-
Istrators, guardlans, asgents, treasurers, com-
mittees, or other persons, holding, In a fida-
elary capaelty, bonds or certificates of indebt-
edness of the State or moneys, are hereby
authorizged to bid for the loan hereby authorized
to be issued, and to surrender the bonds or
certificates ¢_.§ loiun held by them at the time of
mnkm‘; such bid, and to receive the bonds
authorized to be issued Ly this net .

Hection 5, Any person or persons standing in
the naudiary capacliy stated In the fourth sece
tlon of th noel, who may desire to invosy
money In their hands for the benefit of the
trust, may, without any order of court, invest
the #ame o the bonds nuthorlzed to be lssued
by thisact, at a rate of premium not excééd-
ing twenty per centum,

Section 6, Thal from and after tho passage of
thisnet, all the bonds of this Commonwealth
shall be pald off'1n the order of thelr maturity.
